UNATTACHED JEWS. 
The financial report of the United Synagogue for 1880. 1 again ay atten. 


-| tion to the fact that the number of seathulders in the associated synagogues did 
not by any means come up to the number of heads of families among London 


Jews. In large measure, this is due to the existence of a large class of Jews 


who remain during their lifetime “ unattached ” to any synagogue and, it ig - 


needless to add, unconnected with any of the communal institutions. It is 
deplorable to reflect that thero exist large numbers of men “ with souls so dead, : 


that they feel no sympathy with the higher interests of their fellow men. It 


is easy for them to pretend that they object to some of the forms of our ritual 
or to the stringency of some of ourceremonial regulations. But their abstain- 


| ing from joining the community is just the course of conduct to prevent the 


reforms they desire being introduced. To use a homely metaphor, they cut off 
their nose to spite their face. If they were to reflect on the reaults of their 
conduct, it would be impossible for them to deny that they are doing much 
harm both to themselves and to the other members of their race. For one or 
two generations it is possible that their families may remain in the same 
anomalous position, specially in this age of little faith. But sooner or later, 


the children or the children’s children of “ unattached” Jews will go to church 


like their neighbours, a consummation which even the initiators of the secession 
would hardly desire. And with regard to their own position, they resemble the 
curiouscreature of the proverb which ia “ neither fish, flosh, nor fowl nor good red 
herring.” They refuse to associate with Jews, and /cs autres refuse to associate 
with them. It-is a somewhat amusing fact that these ‘ unattached ” Jews 
almost invariably bear the mark of theic nationality deeply stamped on their 
features. And it is no less certain that Christians always despise a Jew who 
attempts to repudiate his creed or his nationality. We forbear to touch on 


the religious aspect of the question, but we cannot refrain from poiuting out 
how injurious it is spiritually to dwell apart from the feelings of one’s fellow-— 
“men; itis astage backward to the life of the brute. It may be hoped and 


indeed anticipated, that recent events in Germany will tend to mitigate this evil. 
Now that his race is attacked, the dormant spark of patriotism will be kindled 
anew in the breast of many a Jew who has hitherto held aloof from his kindred. 
The Anti Semitic movement will servo also to prove the futility of any attempt 
to become lost in Gentilesociety. To join a synagogue does not unfortunately imply 
very mach more, nowadays, than the sacrifice of a few pounds per year. But it 
indicates a desire to identify oneself with the common fortunes of the Jewish 


| community and a readiness to assist its needs. We trust that these feelings may 


be elicited in many Jews who have hitherto remained “unattached.” A con- 
siderable source of weakness will thus be removed ; the moral effects of the 
feeling that all Jews are united by common aims and common sympathies 
cannot be over estimated. This fecling cannot exist with any power while we 


know that so many Jews fail to indicate that they have he, Jewish foeling.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


: Sirn,—The Rev. Mr Greea, in his address to the children on Saturday the 
5th, explained the meaning of the word “ Miracle.” 


D He stated that the mere 
fact of the Jewish nation still existing was one of the greatest miracles ever 


wrought, Notwithstanding the terrible persecution practised against us at all 


times and in all countries, in spite of the hardships we have passed through, 


and the scorn with which we have been treated, we, the Jews, are still existing 


as a pation and are in a more prosperous condition than we have been for 


hundreds of years.

have passed away, empires have risen and fallen into oblivion, but we still: 


remain a living proof that the Almighty's word never fails, and that He will © 


fulfil the promise made to Abraham and his seed for ever. To my mind, what 
renders this marvel atill more wondrous is that we ourselves are and ever have 
been our greatest enemies, The utter indifference we show to our religion and 


in which we impress its precepts on our children would cause any religion but 


one of divine origin to soon pass into utter oblivion.

Mr. D. Q. HENRIQUES, the Honorary Secretary, read the Annual Repor$ on the 
state of the institution. 

The following is a summary of the report: During the year 28 chi'dren have 
been admitted and 23 have left. The present number of inmates is 183 ‘162 of whom 
are orphans; which with 24 to be elected will make the total 207 (121 boys and 86 
girls). This will be the largest number that has ever been attained in the history 
of the Institution. 32 children are paid for under the provisions of the Pauper 
Removal Act, The health of the inmates is now thoroughly satisfactory. The total 
number of inmates attacked during the recent epidemic of scarlet fever was 87. It 
is estimated that the extra outlay occasioned by the epidemic and the thorough 
repairs and improvement effected in the building amounted to £1,500. In the im- 
provemen's great attention had been paidtothe sanitary arrangements, At the desire 
of the Chief Rabbi, the Rev. 8 Singer has kindly consented to examine the pupils in 
religion and Hebrew, and a government inspector will examine them in general 
No appeal was made to the public during the year, with the exception of 
the effort of Mr. Samuel Moses, one of the Treasurers, to increase the number of annual 
subscribers. It is estimated that the total expenditure will exceed the ordinary 
income by £1,500 and there is no reserve wiatevee to meet this deficit. The 
Committee have therefore determined to hold a Festival Dinner on the 30th March 
at which Mr. B. L. Cohen will preside, A valuable gift of a gymnasium Xc. has 
been made by Mr. Daniel Marks, to whom the Committee tender their gratetul 
thanks. Mr. Edward Davis hasbeen elected Chairman of tie House Committee in 
place of Mr. Barnett Meyers who had resigned owing to ‘ill-health. A permanent 
record of the munificent liberality of Mr. Meyers to the institution has been effected 
by placing a tablet in the entrance hall. The Committee announce with regret the 
retirement of Mr. Joseph Sebag. one of the Treasurers and of Mr. Lionel Van 
Oven, the Honorary Secretary. Mr. Edward Lucas was elected a Treasurer, and Mr, 
David Q. Henriques, Honorary Secretary. The Committee express continued ratis- 
faction at the attention and energy displayed by Rev. 8. H. and Mrs. Harris, Mr, 
Soper, the medical officer and the other members of the staff.

‘THE “JEWISH CLERGY. 


— 


‘Tire recent migration of 3 ewish settles from one ts the other of the two 
religious bodies into which our community is divided has called forth some 
correspondence in our colamns and has no doubt attracted the attention of 


many of our readers to the position of the Jewish Clergy. ‘Lhe subject is 
one of more than temporary interest. Upon the intellectual capacity and 
social status of our ministry, the progress of the community, as a commu- 
It thus becomes of great consequence to 
examine the influences which tend to determine the position of Jewish 
Ministers. Some of these can be traced through a long historic past, while 
others are, comparatively speaking, of yesterday. In a community like ours 
which bears the marks of multifarious modifications, it is usual to find a 
mixture of old and new in our institutions, and this is pre-eminently the case 
with the Jewish Clergy. 

_ It should never be forgotten that there is no such distinction in Judaism 
as that which in most other religious organizations divides the layman from 
The Jewish minister has no special sanctity above his fellow 
Jews are a nation of priests and each Jew can 
The only 
thing that answers to priesthood in Judaism is the hereditary rights of the 
Cohiuin, @ direct survival of the priests of the Temple service. Thus in the 
o'y42 m572 we have almost a solitary instance of a special priestly function 
in which, strange to say, the minister is not the officiating person. On the 
other hand there would seem to be indications in the prayer-book that at 
times the officiating minister performs some of the functions of the High 
Priest of old. Here then we can trace some elements of the modern Jewish 
ministry back to the remotest autiqaity of Biblical times, 

In post-Biblical times we co indeed find a distinction in the Jewish 
community, but it is not one between Jay and clerical members, bat between 
the educated end the uneducated—the Robli and the Am Huuretz. The 
title “ Rabbi’ did not imply any clerical sanctity any more than the title 
and we know that many of the 
Talmudic Rabbis followed manual trades for their living. The Rabbis 
were those men of the community who by study had become more 
learned in the Law than the other members, and hence they were 
referred to for two distinct functions. As authorities in Halacha they 
were often ca'led upon to settle questions of Jewish Law; as masters —

- two centuries and the time is not so far distant when in England the 


possession of a good voice was regarded as a principal, nay, the only 
qualification for the post of minister. | 


Many of our readers have doubtless seen the gradual improvement in 


this respect. The general rise of intelligence in the community and the 


courageous efforts of a few ministers, among whom. the Rev. Dr 


and the Rev. A. L. Gresw should be honourably 
mentioned, have rendered it impossible to-day that anyone should . be 
appointed to an important post, who does not possess acequate preaching 
power and general cultare. In this direction the Jews’ College and, in a 
very much less degree Aria College, are training a number of young men, 
who obtain both a sound general education anda knowledge of Hebrew. It 
will «oon be impossible for any important congregation to contend that. it 
cannot obtain ministers capable by their general culture and special training 
to act as its spiritual leaders, | 

It has recently been objected in these columns that there appears to be 
some tendeney for students of Jews’ College to join so-called “ Reformed” 
congregations, It appears that the objection has but a slender foundation 
of fact, but even if it were. more widely true, it would show, at least, that 
the training given by that institution does not crush the individuality 
of its pupils. And it is surely a matter to be rejoiced over that Reform 
Congregations are not so widely removed in principle or practice from the 
parent body that they cannot receive spiritual instruction from ministers 
trained in the more conservative views. The correspondence serves only to 
give another reason for the amalgamation of the two sections of our commu- 
nity. As it is, Jews’ College is supported entirely by ‘orthodox ” funds, 
and yet supplies ministers to congregations who have not contributed pecu- 
niarily to their training. In the case of amalgamation, the Berkeley Street 
Synagogue would share the burden of the support of Jews’ College. 

The rise in the status of the Jewish Clergy must be a gradual one, 
It must take some time before a generation of Jewish youths can be trained 
for the ministry on a sounder system. And we may conjecture that 
it will take still more time before all English congregations shall have risen 
above the temptation of preferring a singer toa scholar ag their minister, 
As is the congregation, so will be the minister, and so conversely, It may 
be hoped that the influence of the United Synagogue will create a communal 
Opinion on the subject. It may be anticipated that, as the Shaws, or 


‘beadle, now performs the duties which once belonged to the Nheleuwch Tsibur, 


80 the function of Chason will be delegated to a minor official. Then the 
Jewish Clergyman will become once more the Rabbi, the learned in the Law. 
who instructs his fellow-Jews in their duties and in the lessons of IsraEu’s

ROUMANIA,—A correspondent of the Archives Tsraclites writing from Bucharest 
confirms our Jassy correspondent’s remarks on the system of persecution 
of the Jews which has been adopted. If, this gentleman writes, our 
Christian compatriots have changed their tactics and no longer speak 
of expelling the Jews en mass’, or of drowning them in the Danube, it 
is none the Jess the truth, that they are seeking to impoverish and ruin them, 
and, by depriving them of every, means of gaining thcir livelihood, to force 
them voluntarily to quit the country. As proof of his assertion, he also states that — 
a bill has been passe: by the Senate, the effect of which will be to annul the mort- 
gages held by Jews of the ponsionnairvs and employés of the state, although these 
mortgages are strrounded with all the formalities exacted by the existing laws. It 
is but just to add that the Government, and especially the Minister of Justice, 
M Boeresco, vigorously opposed the bill during its discussion by the Senate. M, 

- Boeresco deciared that if even the law might be good for the future, it would be 
iniquitous in its present retrospective shape, and that it was only of a spoliatory 
character. Heeven went so faras to sfeclare that HNurope, which had recognised 
the independence of Roumunia, would justly regret having done so, if the repre- 
sentatives of the people thus abused their legislative power.

With a tevacity of purpose, which would under other circumstances be 


laudable, the Roumanians adbere to their course of tyranny and oppression : 
towards the Jews. It is trae Jews are no longer cruelly ejected from their 


homes in the villages upon baseless pretexts ; that they are n'y longer baptized 
in the blue Danube at the point of the bayonet, and that their synagogues and 


houses are spared from pillageand dishonour ; bat, nevertheless, the fact is male 
conclusively clear to them that they are under a ban which the ruling class have — 


no inclination to remove.

I do not complain of such a course if it were prospective, but as many ef the 
Senators are in this way indebted to dewish bankere, the Bill has a retruspective 
effect, and thus the grossest injustice will be done. The law has yet to pass 
the Chambers, but it is sure to pass as nearly ‘all the legislators will have a 
personal interest in taking advantage of such an easy way of clearing themselves
